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Requirements from ARCF Guidance:

Salary cap removed
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Submittal of reimbursements

15th of the month at the latest, the 
earlier the better.
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FY 2022

Adjustments for FY 2022

Agreement with NRCS is from Sept-Jun, 
so 10 months.
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NRCS Portion—take amount allocated 
and multiply it by 10 and divide by 12.  
This will give you the amount you have 
to spend between Sept 21 and June 30
2022.  Divide this amount by 10 for the 
recommended monthly reimbursement 

amount.
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State Portion—take amount allocated 
and divide by 12.  This will give you the 

amount you should request each month 
between July 1 2021 and June 30 2022.
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Example---NRCS

12,000 allocation should have been

12,000 (10/12)= 10,000

10,000 divided by 10 months= $1000 per 
month.
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Example---NRCS

$9,000 allocation should have been

9,000 (10/12)= $7,500

$7,500 divided by 10 months= $750 per 
month.
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FY 2023 (July 1, 2022)

The NRCS agreement will shift to a July-
June timeframe, which will align with 
the state fiscal year and our grant 
contract and amendment timeline.
